The San Francisco Chronicle, which Las 


U3ed more good sound argument in favor 
of the free coinage of silver ihan any other 
paper ia California, has the following to 
B»y of- Senator Jones and his silver speech: 


"There .is uo man in either House of 


Congress better equipped to discuss the 
silver question in all its varied bearings 
than Senator Jones of Nevada. For this 
reason his speech on the subject, made in 
the Senate on Monday, and yesterday,

He declared that the debt- 
ors in tbU country w°re the aspiring, the 
hopeful, the energetic, the audacious; that 
they were the designers, the apbnilders, 
the constructive force in every community. 


"It is for this large and important class 


Sympa- 
thy for the capitalist, the man of hoarded 
or portable wealth, is thrown away, since 
he can take care of himself and his for- 
tunes; aad yet it is this class which has 
dictated the financial policy of the United 
States and has prevented silver from taking 
ita proper railc as a money metal, because 
the creditor class has preferred gold.' It ia 
quite time that the rights of the debtor 
clasa should be considered, und that class 
is fortnnate in hnving found so zealous and 
able a champion in Senator Jones." 


Teller and Cake on Silver. 


Special to the Jounsit. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—The Senate re- 


sumed consideration of the Silver bill and 
Teller continued bis argument criticizing 
it. There were two features of the bill 
which should be amended, he said, if th» 
bill was to perform two} things which its 
friends proposed to accomplish by it. Tnat 
was to increase the price of silver aud to 
give the country increased circulation. 
The bill, he said, was a half-way scheme. 
It-.afforded no relief whatever, except in 
making a- speciil market for silver in ex- 
cess of the present government demand for 
$2,000,009 a month. -Ha would welcome a 
silver basis in the interest of his rice and 
the people of th'B country, and the sooner 
it wag nach&d the batter for everything, 
The bill low before the Senate was one of 
local interes?\o tho people of the country. 
It was a greatjqueslion whether the continual 
dropping of prices for fifteen years -was to 
continue to tbe enslavement of men, to the 
destruction of the debtor class, the greatest 
and numerous class in this country and in 
all other countries, and I propose to do zoy 
dnty/and I believe if every Senator wonld 
do tbe came, wo vu.l have free coinage of 
silver,'an Act which will relieve the suffer- 
ing industry, increase the opportunities 
and briog prosperity, not ta tbe farmer 
alone, but to every c'ass of men deserving 
good. 


Coke next addressed the Senate in favor 


of free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
He declared the persistent defiance of the 
popular will by the Executive Department 
of the Government for tho past 17 years, 
was one of 'th> moat remarkable facts in 
the history of a free representative govern- 
ment, lie could cot support the bill as 
reported from the Finance Committee. 
The passage of the bill would prove the 
severest blow to silver since its demoneti- 
zation in 1873.

He pointed oat 
that in former sessions of Congress much 
lesa time was given to the consideration of 
the tariff bill. 


After further debate tbe resolution WI.B 


adopted, 129 to 93. 


Tbo reading of the bill consumed the 


remainder of the day and at its conclusion, 
the House took a recess.

STEAMBOAT SPRINGS SPOUTING. 


A Blast Unlocks a Genuine Geyser- 


Amazed Spectators. 


The Enterprise of yosterday tells this: 


"Mr. Murphy, proprietor of Steamboat 
Springs, yesterday made an experiment 
that gave birth to a first-class geyser. 
Some distance to the northward of the 
bath-house was the dry basin of an old hot 
spring in which there had been no water 
for fifteen years. ThU basin wus about 
twelve feet deep and nearly a rod square. 


~Mr. Murphy caused a hole to be drilled in 


the bottom of it to a depth of somo twelve 
feet. He then inserted a pipe into the 
hole, in the bottom o! which were placed 
sticks of giant powder. When the charge 
was Bred it shook the whole country, and 
in an instant a column of water a foot in 
diameter was shot op ward to a bight of 
about sixty feet. 


"For several minutes there was seen a 


magnificent geyser, from the top of which, 
umbrella-like, fell a hundred sprays of 
steaming water. The column of water was 
shot up with a great roaring, and immense 
volumes of steam were given off from it, 
Soon, however, the falling water filled up 
the old basin, and as the depth in it in- 
creased the spouting column decreased in 
height. Even with a depth of twelve feet 
ol water to contend against, tbe column of 
water rises to a bight of eight or nine feet.
